Joggers and motorists take right-of-way disputes to city governments 


The battle between 
the joggers and drivers 


By SAM SINGER 


_Motorists and joggers in El Cer- 
rito and Albany, who vie with each 
other daily over rights of way, are 
taking their dispute to local gov- 
ernment. 

El Cerrito and Albany officials 
say they have been receiving an in- 
creasing number of complaints 
from both motorists and joggers 
over who has the right of way in 
spots where city parks are inter- 
rupted by streets. 

Albany recently opened a par- 
course and El Cerrito opened a 
linear course. Both exercise courses 
run along or near the BART tracks 
and cross a number of streets. 


Should the joggers lose their 
stride and wait for cars to pass be- 
fore they continue across the street 


to the other side of the park? Or 
should motorists waste expensive 
gasoline by waiting for runners to 
cross? 

Luckily, no one has been injured 
in the yield dispute so far and both 
cities think they have found an 
equitable answer to the problem. 

The El Cerrito City Council voted 
last week to place painted signs on 
the ground to warn Joggers that they 
are coming to a street. At a future 
meeting, the council will consider 
creating permanent crosswalks to 
guide joggers from one side of the 
street to the other, thus forcing the 
cars to yield. 

In Albany, the city council voted 
last week to place signs warning 
Joggers and cars of each other. At a 
coming meeting, council members 


will decide what will be printed on 
the signs ‘and where they will }. 
placed. 

“The essence of the problem is 
that joggers, when they come to the 
end of the parcourse, don’t break 
stride — they run like there was no 
road there,” said Albany City Ad- 
ministrator William Haden. 

“The council has decided to warn 
motorists and joggers, We’re order- 
ing little 18-inch signs that say 
something like ‘Motorists: caution 
joggers,’ ’’ Haden said. 

“In the beginning it was a request 
by joggers for warnings on cros- 
sings to have cars yield to joggers,” 
said El Cerrito City Manager 
Richard Brown. “But then come the 
same feelings on the other side — 
motorists wanted runners to yield 
for them.”

Back in December, 1953, 
the Albany Chapter of the 
Soroptomists brought back 
an idea from their annual 
convention in Seattle that 
has blossomed into one of 
the outstanding Senior Cen- 
ters in the country.

Scheuring’s survey found 
that most tomato harvest 
workers are local women 
residents who often want 
only part-time work, and 
they use their earnings to 
supplement family income 
rather than to provide sole 
support. Typical income 
from sorting tomatoes is 
about $1,000, but the lower 
the total family income the 
more important the wage 
loss becomes when a har- 
vest worker is displaced by 
the electronic sorter. 

“The issue is broader than 
displacement of workers by 
machines,” Scheuring says. 
“Tt’s really the whole com- 
plex of technological change 
and its impact on the whole 
structure of agriculture and 
society at large.” ' 

She says more research is 
needed on the social effects 
of technological change in 
agriculture to provide a 
basis for rational decision 
making and public policy, 
noting that ‘‘Social change

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Stripers 
deaths 
hearings 


SAN FRANCISCO — Re- 
ports of startling abnor- 
malities among striped 
bass in the San Francisco 
Bay has prompted the State 
Water Resources Control 
Board to schedule a fact 
finding hearing for August 6 
in San Francisco. 

The Board’s actions fol- 
low areport by Dr. Jeanette 
Whipple of the National 
Marine Fisheries Service 
(NMFS) in Tiburon. Her 
findings document the pre- 
sence of parasites, defor- 
mities and open wounds in a 
sample of the striped bass 
population. 

‘The findings are pre- 
liminary, but they are 
alarming to the Board,” 
said W. Don Maughan, 
chairman of the State 
Board, ‘They are the first 
in-depth studies I’ve seen 
on adult striped bass. We 
need to find out if the entire 
Bay-Delta striped bass 
pormlation is affected, and 
o what degree pollution 
causes the abnormalities,” 
said Maughan. 

He listed industry, sew- 
age, rainwater run-off from 
urban areas and pesticides 
as sible sources of the 
toxics found in the striped 
bass. 

The findings may be a 
clue to the mysterious early 
summer fish kills that have 
occurred in the San Fran- 
cisco Bay for at least 30 
years.

ALBANY — Giorgio DiCostanzo was only 19 when the 
Arno River flooded Florence, Italy in 1966, damaging 
some of Italy’s greatest Renaissance art treasures. But 
with eight years already behind him as an apprentice to 
the master furniture restorer Lorenzo Migliorini, he 
helped to restore the pews in the magnificent 15th cen- 
tury Church of Santo Spirito. 

DiCostanzo, now 32 and starting a furniture restora- 
tion business in Albany at 1009 Solano Ave., said he is 
proud of his work in the Church of Santo Spirito, but that 
the pews there were neither as old or as beautiful as other 
pieces he restored in his nearly 20 years working in Flor- 
ence. He said the oldest piece he has worked on was a 
15th century Italian walnut table damaged in the flood, 
and the most beautiful a set of two chest-drawers built in 
1790 by Guiseppe Maggiotini, then the most famous 
cabinet maker in ani 

A friendly, soft-spoken man with a good command of 
the English language, DiCostanzo came to Albany in 1975 
with his American wife, Amy, a former art history stu- 
dent at UC-Berkeley he met while she was traveling in 
Italy. He worked for a while in the garage of their Albany 
home, but after a recent 10-month visit to Florence, the 
DiCostanzos decided to return to the East Bay and-open 
their own shop. 

“T like it here,’’ he said as he polished an American 
Sheraton table from about 1815. 

“The living is easier. In Florence I would work from 
fr in the morning to 10 at night, with two hours off for 
unch,”’ 

In Albany, DiCostanzo said he works the standard 

eight-to-five day — retaining the long Italian lunch — and 
sometimes lavishes as much as two weeks of his time on 
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See 
a single piece of furniture, such as the Sheraton table. --" 
“‘l like working on very old furniture,” he said, ‘and 
there is a lot of old furniture around this area. But people-_ 
destroy them with the stupid varnish. Each century of 
European furniture, up until the 18th, has its own color —=- 
‘the 15th come one color, the 16th century another, and— 
so on. People don't seem to know that here.” = 
DiCostanzo said he does not believe in simply ee 
ping down a piece of old furniture, then oiling or varnish-- 
ing it. = 
‘ “It’s not good for old furniture,”’ he said. “It takes—. 
the patina off and takes away the beauty of the oldness.” ~~ 
DiCostanzo said he is also unique among furniture- 
restorers in that he never uses white glue or American. 
stains and varnishes and almost never uses machines to— 
cut or scrape. Instead, he said, he uses animal hide glue= 
bought in San Francisco, Italian colors and stains that hé= 
says retain color longer, and the collection of tools he= 
brought from Florence. =

Cuckoo birds 


hardly cuckoo 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
The word cuckoo” may be 
Synonymous with ‘‘men- 
_tally deranged”’ in Ameri- 
can slang, but the European 
bird known as the cuckoo is 
far from crazy according 
to Ranger Rick’s Nature 
Magazine, 

In fact, the cuckoo is so 
clever that it tricks other 
birds into raising its young. 
Apparently convinced that 
parenthood is for the birds, 
the mother cuckoo lays her 
eggs in other birds’ ‘nests, 
and then flies away forever, 

That way, the cuckoos 
avoid the work of building 
nests and also the respon- 
sibilities of parenthood. 
Sound less crazy already? 
The life may be lazy by 
human standards, but it 
seems to agree with the 
bird that is famous for its 
monotonous call and its ap- 
pearance in Swiss wall 
clocks, and on rock and roll 
recordings. 

The Kuropean cuckoo is 
so clever, according to the 
Ranger Rick report, that it 
doesn’t pick just any bird to 
raise its offspring. 

While different varieties 
of European cuckoos lay 
eggs of different colors, 
each lays her eggs only in 
the nests of birds whose 
eggs resemble her own. 
Speckled eggs find speckled 
homes, a blue cuckoo egg 
may find a brother warbler 
waking up next to him. 

If there is another egg in 
the chosen nest, the female 
cuckoo carries it away or 
swallows it. This way the 
cuckoo's offspring won't 
have to compete for food. 

In keeping with the 
mother’s plan, a newly 
hatched cuckoo knocks any 
remaining eggs or other 
birds out of the next. 

This ejection of all rivals 
is important to the young 
cuckoo, for it often grows to 
be much larger than its fos- 
ter parents and needs all 
the food they would nor- 
mally bring to four or five 
babies. 

What about the European 
cuckoo’s American 
cousins? “‘American cuc- 
Koos, at least have better 
manners,’’ chuckles 
Ranger Rick. They build 
their own flimsy nests of 
twigs in which they lay 
their own eggs. And they 
raise their own young. They 
also perform a valuable 
service because they feed 
on destructive tent caterpil- 
lars. 

Like their European 
counterparts, they ain’t 
cuckoo. 
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Scientists need 
money to study 
social problems 


SAN FRANCISCO — Our 
inability to understand un- 
orthodox social movements 
that can give rise to such an 
incident as Jonestown re- 
sults in part from the gov- 
ernment’s failure to provide 
funds to social scientists 
wishing to study phenomena

“Many of our older as- 
sumptions about what kind 
of social science is produc- 
tive, and which have re- 
ceived funding, have turned 
out tobe blind alleys. On the 
other hand, many of the 
promising newer 
pee are too subtle 
or the machinery of the 
federal bureaucracy,” said 
Christie Kiefer, associate 
professor of anthropology. 
‘Funding agencies have not 
yet adjusted to recent re- 
volutionary changes in 
theories of knowledge. 

“Federal support for re- 
search in the social sciences 
involves substantial sums, 
about $100 million annually, 
but many social scientists 
disagree with the basic 
ebro ed of science that 
guides federal research pol- 
icy,” he said, According to 
Kiefer, many modern re- 


searchers consider the re- . 


sults of such “traditional’’ 
research misleading or tri- 
vial. 

Kiefer made these re- 
marks early this month dur- 
ing a discussion of future 
trends in the social sciences 
at the symposium, ‘What 
Kind of Social Science is 
Scientific? held at the an- 
nual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science in 
Houston, Texas. 

Other speakers at the 
Symposium, which was or- 
ganized and led by Kiefer, 
were: Hubert Dreyfus, pro- 
fessor of philosophy at UC 
Berkeley; Monica Morris 
associate professor o 
sociology at California State 
University, Los Angeles; 
and David Kaplan, profes- 
sor of anthropology at 
Brandeis University. 


Each of the scholars dealt 
with some aspect of the as- 
sumptions that underlie re- 
search in the social sciences

— sociology, anthropology, 
psychology, economics and 
political science, The 
panelists concluded that so- 
cial sciences face a 
philosophical crisis that 
needs to be resolved. 

Kiefer believes the fed- 
eral policies for funding re- 
search in social sciences 
should be more flexible in 
their requirements for 
“predictal ility”” and ‘“im- 
mediate applicability” as 
criteria for usefulness. 

“Almost all interesting 
workin the social sciences is 
pevodh not predictive,” 

e pointed out. ‘‘But the 
needs of the government 
and the goals of the social 
sciences need not be incom- 
patible.” He would like to 
see more emphasis on 
humanistic and artistic val- 
ues in current social science 
research, and much more 

ublic debate about the 

inds of research now re- 
ceiving support. 

Toward this end, Kiefer 
suggests that the National 
Research Council or a simi- 
lar body appoint a panel 
representing a broad spec- 
trum of professionals in the 
social sciences. ‘‘A 
mechanism should be estab- 
lished for systematically 
reviewing new develop- 
ments in social science 
philosophy and in incor- 
ema a} the promising ones 
into federal science policy 
on a continuing basis.”

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ystery of tumor 
cells partially 


solved by science 


IRVINE — Molecular 
biologists at the University 
of California at Irvine have 
solved at least part of the 
mystery of how tumor cells 
and foreign cells and tissues 
are sought out and de- 
stroyed by the body’s own 
defense system. 

Dr. Gale Granger, profes- 
sor of immunology, believes 
he and his colleagues have 
finally begun to uncover the 
tissue-destructive me-h- 
anism involved in cell- 
‘medicated immunity. 

Cell-mediated immunity 
is the process by which cer- 
tain cells — lymphocytes — 
in the body’s defense system 
attack and destroy other 
cells viewed as foreign to 
the body. 

Sometimes this destruc- 
tion is beneficial, as is the 
case when the body’s own 
cells are transformed into 
cancer cells. At other times, 
though, cell-mediated im- 
munity is detrimental to the 
body. Lymphocytes can in- 
terfere in the case of tissue 
transplants, and cell- 
mediated immunity is also 
detrimental when the 
body’s normal tissues are 
mistaken as foreign by its 
own defense system. 

This latter situation of 
mistaken identity appears 
to be what happens with a 
group of illnesses classified 
as autoimmune diseases, 
one of which is rheumatoid 
arthritis. Numerous other 
illnesses are suspected of 
being autoimmune, includ- 
ing multiple sclerosis, diab- 
etes and ulcerative colitis. 

Once scientists com- 
pletely understand the 
mechanism of cell- 
destructive reaction, they 
hope these autoimmune dis- 
eases can be controlled. 

That lymphocytes — cells 
in the body’s lymphoid tis- 
sue — are responsible for 
the destruction of foreign 
cells has been known for 
many years. However, the 
mechanism behind this pro- 
cess has continued to baffle 
researchers. 

To provide an overview of 
cell-mediated immunity, 
Dr. Granger explains that 
the first step is recognition 
of a cell or tissue as foreign. 
Once recognized, popula- 
tions of immune lympho- 
cytes are formed which pos- 
sess surface receptors that 
will specifically interact 
with molecules on the 
foreign cell or cells. 

Next, the immune lym- 
phocytes migrate to the 
cells and then make contact. 
This cellular contact per- 
mits receptors on the im- 
mune lymphocyte to recog- 
nize sg ip antes struc- 
tures on the foreign tissue. If 
the structures match, this 
triggers a reaction that re- 
sults in destruction of the 
foreign cell. 


Several years ago, 
Granger and his associates 
identified a grou 
molecules called lymphoto- 
xins that are released by 


of 


lymphocytes. They saw that. 


these molecules were re- 
leased by lymphocytes in 
tissue culture during the de- 
struction of ite 2 cells and 
concluded that lymphoto- 
xins are in some way in- 
volved in cell destruction. 
However, the scientists did 
not fully understand the role 
lymphotoxins play in the 
process. ' 
Studies on lymphotoxins 
yielded puzzling results. Ini- 
tial tests revealed these in- 
dividual molecules to be 
weak and incapable of kil- 
ling most cells by them- 
selves. In contrast, intact 
lymphocytes containing all 
of the lymphotoxins were 
very effective and capable 
of causing destruction of 
many cell dir 
The puzzle might now be 
solved. The most recent 
studies with lymphotoxins, 
using both humans and ex- 
perimental animals, show 
that these molecules, when 
released by the lymphocyte, 
group together and become 
very potent as cell toxins. 
‘They cluster on the 
foreign cell and have ex- 
treme potency when they 
act together,’ Granger a 
lains. ‘‘We were initially 
unable to see this, because 
we looked at the molecules 
individually, not as a group. 
Moreover, this group is 
very unstable and rapidly 


‘separates into the original 


individual molecules unless 
placed onto the foreign 
cells. This finding explains 
why lymphotoxins destroy 
only the appropriate foreign 
cells and not other cells in 
the vicinity. 

The latest findings will be 
reported in the December 
and February issues of 
“Cellular Immunology.” 
Last July the same journal 


reported earlier findings 
from Dr. Granger’s 
laboratory. 


Lymphotoxins apparently 
are employed by lympho- 
cytes to cause certain types 
of tissue destruction. What 
is not known is how these 
molecules are actually deli- 
vered by the lymphocytes to 
the foreign cell to induce its 
destruction. 

“‘Once these questions are 
resolved, we will be closer to 
understanding the 
mechanisms operative in 
these important tissue- 
destructive reactions. This 
is very exciting for us,”’ 
Granger says. 

When this understanding 
is achieved, doctors can at- 
tempt to accomplish several 
goals. One would be to en- 
courage this tissue- 
destructive reaction in 
tumor patients, which 
would lead to killing of can- 
cerous cells. Doctors might 
also be able to discourage 
tissue destruction when it is 
directed at the body’s own 
tissues, as in the case with 
autoimmune diseases, and 
when doctors graft tissues 
from one individual to 
another.

BERKELEY — Califor- 
nia has one of the largest 
a systems in the na- 

ion — and possibly in the 
world, but the state gov- 
‘ernment ranks almost last 
in paying a share of the ex- 
penses. 

Actions in the wake of 
Proposition 13 (the Con- 
stitutional Amendment 
limiting property taxes), 
will almost surely change 
that, according to a Univer- 
sity of California study, and 
the change will raise serious 
questions about maintain- 
ing local control and au- 
tonomy. : ; 
The burden of financing 
the courts, amounting to 
nearly a third of a billion 
dollars per year, has been 
borne heavily by Califor- 
nia’s 58 counties. The coun- 
ties have been payin 
nearly 85 percent of the tota 
court budget; the state pays 
only about 15 percent, says 
the UC report. 

Of all the states, only 
Arizona pays a lower share 
of judicial expenditures. 
The others range upward to 
Connecticut and Alaska, 
with over 99 percent state 
financing of courts, and 
Hawaii with 100 percent. 

“The question of who pays 
for the courts is of critical 
importance, because 
budgetary control canmean 
organizational control,”’ 
writes Kenneth A. Betsalel, 
research political scientist 
at Berkeley’s Institute of 
Governmental Studies. 

Betsalel’s report, entitled 
“Financing California’s 
Court System,” has been 
published by the Institute in 
its California Date Brief 
series. 

Data the scholar compiled 
from 1976 records show that 
the California judiciary is a 
big operation: it includes 
more than 1,160 judges 
working in 264 courts and 
processing more than 7.3 
million cases annually. 

As its share, the state has 
been paying for the appel- 
late courts (state supreme 
court and courts of appeal) 
along with about 85 percent 
of superior court judges’ 
salaries and the costs of 
some special judicial func- 
tions. The counties have 
been financing most of the 
operations of trial courts, 
and they also pay for district 
attorneys, public defenders 
and other autonomous judi- 
cial system agencies that 


have separate budgetary ° 


procedures. 

The cost of the courts has 
been mounting sharply, 
Betsalel notes. County 
spending increased 367 per- 
cent between 1965 and 1976 
(from $64.7 million to $237.7 
million), and state spending 
increased 493 percent over 
the same period (from $8.7 
million to $43 million).

‘An audit conducted 
last year revealed consid- 
erable mismanagement of 
Society funds. There are no 
open and unbiased elee- 
tions. Incumbent Direc- 
tors use the Society’s re- 
sources to promote their 
own election while opposi- 
tion candidates must pay 
their own expenses. A 
Newsletter, published last 
year for the first time in 51 
years, is used mainly to at- 
tempt to discredit state- 
ments made by opponents. 
Members who ask ques- 
tions about how the Society 
is being run or who deplore 
the way animals are 
treated are labeled ‘dissi- 
dents.’ 

The purpose of a Humane 
Society is to aid and protect 
homeless animals. The cur- 
rent operation of the 
Berkeley-Kast Bay 
Humane pocket falls far 
short of this go; 

I believe that minimum 
standards of honesty and 
decency demand that the 
Board of Directors give 
Mary Culley and the Socie- 
ty’s members a full expla- 
nation of why she was fired.
